Election/Restrictions 

The reply filed on May 11, 2006 is not fully responsive to the prior Office Action because of the 
following omission(s) or matter(s): 

In the previous Office Action of the requiremnt of election/restriction. Applicant was requested to 
elect a species of the effect of modulator selected from A) up-regulates/enhancer or B) down- 
regulates/inhibitor as recited in claims 9,1 1, 13, 14, 22, 23, 25, 26, 28, 29, 31, 32, 34, 35, 40, 47, 48, 51, 52, 
58, 59, 60, 61 and 69, and a species for polypeptide selected from A) Notch ligands, B) Noggin, C) Chordin, 
D) Follistatin, E) Xnr3, F) FGF, G) TolMike receptor, H) cytokine, I) BMP, J) BMP receptor, or K) activin 
recited in claims 13 and 14. However, the species election in response to the restriction requirement filed on 
May 1 1, 2006 was internally incosistent. Applicant's specifically elected the species of down-regulator but 
then specifically elected a species of up-regulator in claim 13. 

During a telephone conversation with Dr. Anne-Marie C. Yvon on 07/05/06, the 
Attorney/ Applicant was informed about this internally conflict regarding species election and was requested 
to clarify this issue. The attorney had agreed to consult the Applicant to clarify the species election. 
However, during a phone conversation with the Attorney on 7/12/06, the Attorney expressed that she had 
difficulty to contact the Applicant in United Kingdom. Thus, no response has been received. 

Applicant is advised that a response to this request and species election requirement to be complete 
must include an election of the species as it reads on each species election being consistent as recited in the 
claims. In order to be fully responsive. Applicant is required to elect a single species from a modulator or 
effect of modulator and a species of polypeptide corresponding to the elected species of modulator as set 
forth above to which the claims will be restricted, even though the requirement is traversed. The subject 
matter for examination will be restricted to the extent of the subject matter of the elected groups and 
species.
